age or infirmities. On the other 
hand the number of employed per- 
sons had risen to roughly 20,500,000, 
so that, especially among the male 
population, there were no more re- 
serves left to draw upon for state 
services, which need immediate at- 
tention.

Fritz Kuhn at New York 
Hearing, Describes Organi- 
zation’s Setup. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 23.—Fritz 
Kuhn, president of the German- 
American Bund, asserted today 
that both major’ political parties 
in the United States are controlled 


by powerful Jewish banking inter- 


ests. 

Testifying at a hearing into Nazi 
activities, held by a joint legisla- 
tive committee on law enforcement 
of the New York State Legislature, 
he charged that the Republican 
party is controlled by “the House of 
Warburg, which is controlled by the 
House of Rothschild.” 

The Democratic party, he assert- 
ed, is under the domination of 
“Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,” which is also 
under the control of the House of 
Rothschild.” 

He asserted that 60 per cent of 
all Government officials are Jewish. 

Kuhn, a naturalized citizen, told 
the committee the German-Ameri- 
can Bund maintains 22 camps in 
the United Sates. He said he didn’t 
know how many German-American 
Bund members belonged to the or- 
der division,” the uniformed branch 
of the movement, because he de- 
gstroyed the list last October. 

“I thought it was not safe to keep 
the list,” he said, because many 
men have lost their jobs for belong- 
ing to the organization.” 

The nation is divided into three 
districts, he said, with Eastern di- 
vision headquarters in New York, 
Midwestern district headquarters in 
Milwaukee and Western district 
headquarters in Los Angeles.

A. F., of L. Loses Rights as 
Bargaining Agent for 
12,860 Longshoremen.

(District 1) today as the exclusive 
collective bargaining agency for 
longshoremen employed by ‘five 
groups of shipowners and water- 
— — employers. on the Pacific 


The ILWU, headed by Harty 
Bidges, is an affiliate of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Out of 12,860 longshoremen em- 
ployed at Pacific Coast ports, the 
board found that 9557 had desig- 
nated the IL. WU as their chéice 
of a bargaining representative. 

The employer groups affected by 
the order include the waterfront 
employers of Seattle, the water- 
front employers of Portland, the wa- 
terfront employers’ association of 
San Francisco, the waterfront em- 
ployers’ association of Southern 
California and the shipowners’ as- 
sociation of the Pacific Coast. 

How Board Entered Case. 

The board entered the case at the 
request of the IL.WWU. to decide 
whether all the longshoremen em- 
ployed on the West coast constitut- 
ed the appropriate unit for collec- 
tive bargaining with the employer 
groups. 

In its finding the board said that. 
“a unit including all the workers 


employed at longshore labor in the. 


Pacific Coast ports of the United 
States is the one that will insure to 
all employes the full benefit ‘of their 
rights to self-organization and to 
collective bargaining...” | 

It asserted the longshoreme 
failed to get satisfactory bargain- 
ing on a local scale but were “high- 
ly succesful” when they bargained 
as a coast-wide unit. 

The argument of the employers 
against coast-wide bargaining, the 
board said, “does not carry much 
weight” since essential working 
rules are uniform in all ports ex- 
cept in minor details. The water- 
front employers, the board added, 
also were operating on a coast- 
wide basis through the Waterfront 
Employers’ Association of the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

A, F. of L. Charges Rejected, 

The International Longshere- 
men’s Association, an American 
Federation of Labor affiliate which 
has engaged in a long rivalry with 
the Bridges union, argued against 
board acceptance of the majority 
representation claims of the CIO 
union, The Federation affiliate 
contended that the longshoremen 
were forced to sign cards designat- 
ing the IL WU as their represent- 
ative. The board declared that 
there ‘Was no evidence to support 


this contention and that the recorg 


indicated a completely opposite 
uation. 


The board did not rule on the 


ownership of a contract negotiated 
Feb. 4, 1937, between the waterfront 
employers and the International 
Longshoremen’s Association. 

Both employers and longshore- 
men announced they would not 
seek to terminate the contract, and 
on July 31, 1937, it was renewed 
automatically for a year. 

The board said that, even though 
the employers never formally recog- 
nized the shift of the longshoremen 
from the A. F. of L. to the CIO, 
they must have been aware of the 
change of affiliation. 


Waterfront Employer Addresses 

Rotary on “Social Revolution.” 
By the Associated Press. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 23.—A 
suggestion that Rotarians take a 
hand toward-settlement of the con- 
flict between workers. and em- 
ployers as a means of preserving 
established social institutions was 
made today by Almon E. Roth, 
president of the Waterfront Em- 
ployers’ Association, which repre- 
sented the steamship lines in the 
West coast maritime strike of 1934 
and 1936. 

Roth told the Rotary interna- 
tional convention there was ‘evi- 
dence in waterfront labor agitation 
of “a universal plan and program 
for the accomplishment. of social 
revoluticn through means of the in 
terruption of world commerce.”

Situation Explored at n 


Expenditures to Exceed In- 
come $1,599,566. 


At a public hearing yesterday by 
the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Education on the public 
school budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1 it was made appar- 
ent that there was little prospect 


for further reduction of appropria- 
tions, although the budget contem- 
plated an excess of expenditures 
over. current income amounting to 
$1,599,566. 

This excess would be drawn 
from the surplus account, reduc- 
ing it at the end of the fiscal year 
to $2,066,568, or about the bare 
minimum of working capital re- 
quired. , 

As compared with the first ten- 
tative budget, made public six 
weeks ago, the appropriation fig- 
ures before the committee were re- 
duced by $270,695. 

The committee could not find 
more revenue or more ways to re- 
duce expenses, it was announced 
by James J. Fitzgerald, committee 
chairman, at the beginning of the 
hearing. He said the executive of- 

ficers were unable to eliminate ad- 
ditional items of the budget, assert- 
ing that if they did, “Something 


will suffer.” 
in Revenue. 

Secretary-Treasurer Philip J. 
Hickey pointed out that valuations 
for the real estate, personal prop- 
erty, merchants’ and manufactur- 
ers’ taxes had decreased 20 per cent 
since 1930, with the result that 
school revenue was lowered by 
more than $2,500,000 a year, but 
that in the same period the pro- 
portion of older pupils had in- 
creased markedly, with a resultant 
higher educational cost to meet 
their needs. 

“When the reserve has dimin- 
ished to the point where it has dis- 
appeared, which must come within 
the next two years,” said Hickey, 
“the board faces a problem of se- 
curing more revenue or reducing 
its services. Hope for additional 
revenue from local taxation is an 
impossibility. The only assistance 
we can receive is from the State 
through its method of distribution 
of school funds. The Legislature 
must recognize that local school 
sources are drying up and that they 
must be replaced through taxation 
other than upon real and personal 
property. The other alternative is 
a reduction in service, which, under 
present economic and social condi- 
tions, probably will need expansion 
rather than dimunition.“ 

Half a dozen citizens attended 
the hearing, but the only one who 
spoke was Carter W. Atkins, direc- 
tor of the Governmental Research 
Institute, a private fact-finding 
agency. He argued that the board 
might have a greater need for its 
surplus a year or two hence and 
counseled that expenditures for the 
new fiscal year be held within in- 
come. In this connection he warned 
of “chaos” if a pending proposal 
for a constitutional amendment. to 
exempt homesteads from taxation, 
up to $7500 valuation, should be 
successful. 

Increase In Salaries. 

He called attention to a large in- 
crease in instructional salaries 
since 1934, but Superintendent of 
Instruction Henry J. Gerling ex- 
plained that this was due to resto- 
ration of the full pay scale, resto- 
ration of annual increases and the 
growing enrollment of the upper 
grades, although gross attendance 
had slightly diminished. Atkins 
went on to call attention to a heavy 
increase since 1933 in salaries and 
wages for the building department, 
although building maintenance al- 
lowances were greatly reduced. He 
suggested an .exhaustive survey of 
building needs. 


Another suggestion by Atkins. was 
a constitutional amendment to en- 
able the board to utilize proceeds 
of sale of its “permanent fund” 
property for a long-range construc- 
tion program. The fund consists 
of $2,702,000 in city, State and Fed- 
eral bonds, $40;750 in current cash 
and real estate appraised last year 
at $515,841, a total of $3,258,591, The 
fund is made up of early Federal 
land grants, proceeds of the sale 
of land-grant property, excess fees 
of Probate Court and fines and 
bond forfeitures in State courts. 
The income only may be used for 
general school purposes. 


To a Post-Dispatch reporter after- 
wards Fitzgerald said he favored 
using up the surplus before at- 
tempting drastic reductions, and 
awaiting the prospective general 
survey of the school system for 
guidance, He pointed out that 86 
per cent of the prospective budget 
would be for salaries and wages and 
said there had been no discussion 
of reducing them. The largest 
items of reduction since the first 
draft of the budget were $126,050 
in instructional salaries and 390.

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” WILLIAM I. FARME 


ONE OF LAST 128. AR. 
MEN IN ST. LOUIS DIES 


W. L. Farmer, Who Enlisted 
At 16 in Illinois, Suc- 
cumbs at 92. 


William L. Farmer, one of the 12 
surviving members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic residing in 
St. Louis, died of a cerebral hem- 
orrhage last night at his home, 3532 
Russell boulevard. He was 92 years 
old. 

Enlisting in Company B, ilith 
Illinois Infantry, when he was 16 
years old, Mr. Farmer served for 
the duration of the Civil War. He 
participated in the battles of Look- 


out Mountain and Missionary Ridge 
and in Sherman’s march to the sea. 
In June, 1864, he was captured by 
Confederate forces at Atlanta and 
confined in Andersonville prison in 
Georgia. 

After spending several weeks in 
Andersonville, Mr. Farmer learned 
of a plot by which five men planned 
to escape by tunneling under a 
wall. The men reluctantly allowed 
the young soldier to join them and 
he was the second man to crawl 
through a 30-foot tunnel. Traveling 
by night through the swamps, he 
managed to reach Union lines in 
two weeks. 

When the war ended, he returned 
to his home in Washington County, 
Illinois, and later established a con- 
tracting firm at Tamaroa, III. He 
resided there until 12 years ago, 
moving to St. Louis to live with 
his children. : . 

Theodore. Mohr, 3907 Ashland 
avenue, secretary of the Missouri 
department, Sons of Union Vet- 
erans, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Mr. Farmer’s death 
had reduced te 11 the number of 
Civil War veterans living in St. 
Louis. He said only two G. A. R. 
posts remained active, the Harry 
T. Harding post, of which Mr. 
Farmer was a member, and the 
Frank T. Blair post. 

Funeral services for Mr, Farmer 
will be held Sunday afternoon at 
Tamaroa. He is survived by two 
daughters, Miss Edna L. Farmer 
and Mrs. Margaret Amer, and two 
sons, William W. Farmer and Har- 
ry L. Farmer.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 23. 
—Gov. Elmer A. Benson, nominated 
in Monday’s primary as the Farmer- 
Labor standard bearer, will be op- 
posed in the November general elec 
tion by Harold Stassen, Repub- 
lican, and Thomas Gallagher, Dem- 
ocratic nominee for Governor. 

The voting indicated that thou- 
sands of Democrats and Repub- 
licans jumped their party fences to 
vote for Benson's opponent, Rail-, 
road and Warehouse Commissioner 
Hjalmar Petersen, in an unsu 
ful effort to eliminate the Governor 
in the primary. 

The combined vote for the two

400,000 on the basis of all but 160 
of the State’s 3739 precincts, with 
Benson’s margin approaching 
14,000. The total vote in the elec- 
tion was about 850,000 for guber- 
natorial aspirants in the three 
parties.

VOTES TO RESTORE PAY CUTS 


Illinois House Passes Bill Affecting 
County and Probate Judges. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il, June 23. — 
The House sent to the Senate yes- 
terday, 82 to 23, the Vicars bills to 
restore the 10 per cent ‘salary cut 
of 1933 to downstate County and 
Probate Judges.- “This is an out- 
rage,” said Representative Joseph 
Sam Perry, Wheaton Democrat. 
“In large counties like mine, we 
have both County and Probate 
Judges and neither sits more than 
two days a week. They ought to 
get a cut.” 

Probate and County Judges get 
from $1620 to $5400 in downstate 
counties, depending upon popula- 
tion. The salary cuts for Circuit 
Judges and State's Attorneys were

U. S. AGENCIES TO HELP MORE 
FARM TENANTS BUY LAND 


Loans at Low Interest Rates to Be 
Made as Result of New 
Appropriations. 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—Fed- 
eral lending agencies said yesterday 
they would broaden their efforts to 
reduce farm tenancy during the 
next 12 months. About 3,000,000 
farm tenants, share croppers and 
laborers, for financial and other 


because of farm foreclosures and 
drouth, their mumbers have been 
increasing about 40,000 annually in 
recent years. 

The Farm Security Administra- 
tion, agency created last year to 
help tenants acquire farm homes, 
announced that a $25,000,000 con- 
gressional appropriation would en- 
able it to make long-term, low-in- 
terest loans to about 5000 tenants, 
1500 of them this year. 

The Farm Credit Administration 
said it expected to make farm pur- 
chase.loans to tenant farmers at 
the rate of about 2000 a month.

WPA: Chapter and Verse. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

‘AVING heard many wisecracks 

about the W P A worker who “leans 
on his shavel,” I wish to offer some de- 
fense. I wonder if the jokers ever stop 
to think af the conditions that exist 
among W P A workers, especially in H- 
linois. 

These wotkers receive as low as $44 
per month. If they lose no time, that 
amounts to $528 per year. From that 
meager allowance, they must make de- 
ductions something like these: Transpor- 
tation (at 2 cents a day), $36; Illinois 
gales tax, 3 cents on each dollar, $15.84 
per year; rent, $120; fuel, $42; light, $15; 
doctor and dentist, $12; clothing, mini- 
mum for a family of four, $30; mis- 
cellaneous (dishes, cooking utensils), $15. 

These figures. are based on a family 
of four. Many families are much larger. 
The total expenses listed above amount 
to $285.84, which leaves a balance of 
$242.16, which, if equally divided, would 
be about 5% cents a meal for each per- 
son. In addition, W P A workers ap- 
preciate cleanliness, which costs about 
$12 per year, althotgh no allowance is 
made for soap; this would bring the 
average per meal still lower. Neither 
is there any allowance for entertainment 
or the most simple luxuries. 

What man can do a day’s work on such 
an un-American standard of living? The 
W P A worker is not permitted to sit 
down from starting time (8 o’clock a. m.) 
until noon. I don’t think a farmer would 
expect his work animals to do anything 
at all if he cut down their rations to 
one-fifth the amount required. My opin- 
fon is that a W P A worker is do- 
ing well even to lean on his shovel. He 
is not there by choice. Offer him an op- 
portunity to improve his condition and 
he will not refuse to help himself.

Unsynchronized Traffic Lights. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AM writing this letter in reference to 
the traffic situation on Vandeventer 
avenue, between Market and Enright.

Boss Hague’s philosophy and methods, as brought 


| out at the hearings, possess precisely the same fea- 


tures of intolerance, one-man rule and suppression 
that revolt Americans when they read accounts of 
dictatorships abroad, Even the “circuses” in which 
foreign despots specialize are not omitted, for Hague 


on various occasions organizes vast demonstrations, 


with fireworks, flags, martial music and military dis- 
plays, as a background for his oratory. 

That Hague is undisputed master of his bailiwick 
becomes clear from a review of the testimony. He 
denied having used the celebrated expression, “I am 
the law,” and then made exactly the same boast in 
other words. “When I say ‘I,’” he explained at one 
point, “I mean the city government.” He added: “A 
mere expression from me is sufficient. to have 
speakers barred from Jersey City. Again, asked 
whether his word “is effectively the law” in his 
city, he responded modestly, “My judgment would be 
ascertained in all questions.” Hague's is the same 
reat on which the European Caesars feed. | 

The intent of his whole pleading, of course, was to 
justify his curb on free speech. Civil liberties, in 
his view, are reserved “for high-class citizens,” while 
“Red radicals” must not only be kept from speaking, 
but should be deported if they are aliens and sent to 
a concentration camp in Alaska if American citizens. 
It is a doctrine wholly out of keeping with the fun- 
damental democratic tenet that free speech is for 
all, and may be restrained only if it incites vio- 
lence. The Hague credo, however, confers special 
privileges on those who agree with the dfttator, and 
consigns to outer darkness all “undesirables” who 
venture differing opinions. : 

The official answer, of course, is that meetings 
have been forbidden in Jersey City in order to save 
speakers from mob violence. Explained Public Safety 
Director Casey: “When you draw a hostile crowd of 
20,000 to 25,000 people, it would take a regiment of 
soldiers to stop them from committing riot, blood- 
shed and violence.” Thus is demonstrated another 
practice of totalitarian rule: the whipping up of 
mobs to frenzy, just as Dr. Goebbels did the other 
night when it seemed the public was losing interest 
in the renewed Nazi persecution of Jews. 

Every dictator has a standardized label for his 
enemies, and Hague’s is “Communist.” He applies 
it to persons holding a wide range of political beliefs, 
to organizations that include moderates and conserva- 
tives. Norman Thomas is so designated by Hague, 
but the Socialist leader is on the blacklist of every 
practicing Communist. Morris Ernst, also listed as 
a Red, was barred from Soviet Russia as a visitor 
last summer. Cannily, Hague excepts John L. Lewis 
from his blanket charge that all C I O leaders are 
Communists, presumably because Lewis has given 
important assistance to the Democratic organiza- 
tion, and Hague still stands high in party councils. 

In view of such opinions as he presented on the 
witness stand, it is not surprising to find Mayor 
Hague receiving extravagant praise from official 
sources in Nazi Germany. The radio and press of 
that country glorified him a few days ago as “a man 
fighting for the cause in the United States.” And 
the leader of the German-American Bund, Nazi or- 
ganization in this country, offered to send 2000 men 
to take part in a recent Hague demonstration. 

It would be erroneous to view the Hague affair as 
a local or a partisan issue. There is danger ih the 
example it sets. That the contagion is spreading 
may be seen from a recent speech by George U. Har- 
vey, Republican boss of Brooklyn, in which, refer- 
ring to political radicals, he shouted: 


Frank Hague and myself! I am for Hague 
100 per cent. We need more like him. I'd like 
to have the New York cops for two weeks. Every 
fellow would receive three feet of rubber hose and 
instructions to bring no prisoners to the station. 


Americans abhor instinctively the brutal dictator- 
ships of the Old World. Yet their criticisms of these 
regimes have a hollow ring while the virtual equiva- 
lent is tolerated in this country. Hagueism, indeed, 
though it flaunts the Star-Spangled Banner and 
mouths patriotic sentiments, is a far greater menace 
to Americans than any ism that threatens from 
abroad. 

Yet, despite his studied opposition to the country’s 
fundamental principles, Hague continues to hold a 
high political position as vice-chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee. President Roosevelt has 
often asserted his devotion to democracy and hatred 
of dictatorships, but remains silent when a word

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CARRYING MISREPRESENTATION A LONG WAY. 
It is seldom that the opponents of a worthy cause 
indulge in as much deliberate misrepresentation as 
has characterized the fight against the city manager 
enabling bills in the current special session of the 
IIlinois Legislature.

You should 
remember that the personality of your President 
is no argument. 

Let’s leave Plato out of it. He was, of course, a 
New Dealer of the deepest dye, but it has always 
seemed to us that Diogenes disposed forever of 
Brother Plato in that imaginary conversation which 
Walter Savage Landor reported with more than 
Winchellian fidelity. Many of us will agree with our 
visiting Englishman's conclusions. We are, as a peo- 
ple, inclined to go winging away into far flights 
when discussing politics or economics, and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, like all his predecessors and all his 
successors, will have to take us as he finds us. But 
when Lord Stamp of Shortlands, to give Sir Josiah 
his present title, deplores what he calls the “I won't 
play” attitude, we may say to him, as was said to our 
Greek friend, “Plato, thou reasonest well.”

T HE world’s literature has never lacked 


establish rational conditions of the good life 


for mankind. Most of the indictments, how- 
ever, have been based on a nostalgic but im- 
practical yearning for a return to a depart- 
ed economy and an outmoded technology, 
while the Utopias have been exasperatingly 
deficient in their exposition of methods of 
attaining the goal in view. Into this breach 
steps Lewis Mumford with “The Culture of 
Cities,” an incisive analysis of the failure 
of urban agglomerations of people to fulfill 
the promise of modern technology. 

We find it difficult to quarrel with Mum- 
ford’s description of our failures in plan- 
ning and building decent conditions of life 
for urban dwellers. Megalopolis (the super- 
metropolis) is characterized by noise, con- 
gestion of houses and congestion of work 
places due to over-intensive land use, con- 
gestion of traffic, dirt, lack of room for in- 
telligent play, and “houses of ill fame”—a 
term which Mumford uses not as a mark of 
urban lapses from the moral standard but 
to describe some of the dank hovels in 
which we expect a large proportion of city 


residents to live a decent life. 


The overgrown, sprawling metropolis 
stands convicted in this book on the count 
of economic waste of both natural and hu- 
man resources, How did we get that way?

Mumford describes a significant cycle 
which begins with over-speculation in urban 
land which requires more intensive land 
use to bring a return on investment. Sky- 
scrapers. and giant apartment houses pro- 
duce congestion which over-burdens the 
transportation system. A subway or elevat- 
ed is required and the costs are assessed on 
the land and capitalized in its value, thus 
compelling more intensive use and more 
elaborate traffic arrangements. The smaller 
city which rests complacently on its lack 
of need for a subway or an express high- 
way co ues to ape the large city and to 
bear che burdensome costs of street widen- 
2 7 k of adequate parking facilities. 

a ult, we have the depressing pic- 
ture of workers living either in urban cav- 
erns without the air and sunlight which are 
conducive to physical health, intellectual 
growth and tual contentment, or in sub- 
urban garden areas with the necessity for 
devoting two hours of each day to the du- 
bious pleasure of participation in the crush 
of the mass transportation dash to and from 
the city.

Instead of the 
metropolis sticking the life-blood of the re- 
gion which feeds it, regions will be served 
by a number of interdependent cities. 

Therefore, Mumford hopes for the develop- 
ment of the region as a practical substitute 
for the metropolis which may have been 
required by the coal and iron technology. He 
pleads for the decentralization of industry 
—not in order to cheapen labor costs and low- 
er the standard of living, but to lessen costs 
of production and raise living standards for 
workers. Newer forms of agriculture, in 
which fertility is maximized by agro-biolog- 
ical techniques, and ruralized industries will 
find opportunities for co-operation which 
will permit a hundred cities of, say, 50,000 
population to exist where one agglomeration 
of 5,000,000 existed before. 

Wealth and culture would in such a re- 
gional pattern be spread throughout the 
area instead of clustering around the metro- 
politan core. Interurban competition would 
be in the realm of developing functional 
competence based on local advantages and 
kills rather than in promoting booms of 
population and land values. In such a pat- 
tern, “any center may become for a par- 


‘theular purpose or function the center of the 


region; any particular region may become 
the center of the world.” While Rochester, 
Minn., was establishing its authority in the 
realm of superior medical facilities, other 
cities would do likewise in other sciences, 
arts, trades and crafts.

The King and Queen, who had 
been in constant touch with the 
Strathmore residence, Cumberland 
Mansion, returned to Buckingham 
Palace shortly after her death. 

The Queen and her family had 
been aware for some weeks that 
the end was near for the Countess, 
who had been suffering from heart 
disease. :

If the heat is 


turned too high, it should be placed 


so that the top of the steak is about 


three inches from the heat. If the 


distance must de less, reduce the 


temperature accordingly. 


When the steak is nicely browned | 


on one side, it will be about half 
done. Season, turn and brown the 


other side. When that is browned, | 


your steak is done. 

A steak one and one-half inches 
thick requires 20 to 25 minutes for 
broiling. A steak two inches thick 
requires 30 to 35 minutes, depend- 
ing on your preference, 

the steak to a platter 
and garnish with potatoes cut into 
lattice slices and fried in deep fat. 
French fried onions also make a 
good accompaniment for broiled 
steak,

public of Mexico to the United 


States. Little did these men in 
the isolated hills realize that they 


were doing anything exciting; to 


‘them it was merely routine work.

marked the completion of one of , 


the most trying highway projects 
ever undertaken, It has required 
10 years of unceasing battle against 
long odds, it has meant the expen- 
diture of approximately $40,000,000, 
as well as thousands of human lives 
that went into this vast construc- 
tion job; lives snuffed out by pre- 
mature explosions of dynamite, men 
killed by landslides or falls down 
the sheer mountainsides, or in vari- 
ous other accidents encountered in 
building a road through tropic jun- 
gles, up the sheer sides of the Sierra 
Madre chain of mountains, and 
across yawning canyons. 

The new Pan-American Route is 
now a completely paved, full-width, 
perfectly guarded automobile road 
extending from Nuevo Laredo, Mex- 
ico, opposite Laredo, Tex., to the 
village of Iguala, Mexico, at which 
point it connects with the road lead- 
ing to Acapulco, a seaport town on 
the shores of the broad Pacific 
Ocean. | 

From Nuevo Laredo, it leads di- 
rectly southward, the first 47 miles 
of its length being without a curve 


of even one degree, forming here 


the longest highway tangent in the 
world. Then it is a route of gentle 
curves and easy gradients across 
the undulating, purple-sage covered 
hills until it reaches the initial ram- 


parts of the Sierra Madre Moun- 


tains, where by a series of sweep- 
ing, graceful curves it lifts the mo- 


torist to the first of the many ta- 
blelands which combine

Mexico almost every conceivable 
climate from tropic heat to perpetu- 
al snow and ice in the high Sierras.

The new road wends its way
